Jan. 18, 1392, the defendant, James B. 
Scott, came to the plaintiff Sbying that 
he wished to purchase some mules and 
horses on time. He went away and did 
not come back until Nov. 23, when he 
negotiated a bargain for stock at 8740, 
for which he gave his note with Tobias 
Ward. He was verbally endorsed, it is 
said, by the proprietors of the Farm- 
ers' b?nk 
of Ilhopolis. 
The 
note 


was made payable August 26, 1893. 
The bank president, the bill cites, char- 
acterized Soott ae being "as good as 
wheat" and Deo. 29 Messrs. Rakestraw 
ft Watt were induced to part with an- 
other consignment for a note of 8957. 
Shortly afterward the first note was aold 
to W. H. Henshie, of Blue Mound and 
when it became due the owner sued on it 
and obtained a judgment and the bill of 
sale, it is said, was purchased by the 
Farmers' bant of Illiopohs, and instead 
of seizing Soott's property, they took a 
chattel mortgage. 
When Baketraw & 


Watt undertook to close on their note of 
8957 they found that Scott's property 
was all mortgaged to the bank. 


Tha plaintiffs claim that Soott now has 


notes on deposit at the bank more than 
sufficient to discharge all his indebted- 
ness, and that the chattel mortgage was 
unlawfully given without consideration 
and for the purpose of defeating nis 
creditors. On the other hand the bank 
officials claim that no notes are on de- 
posit there.

DEATH OF I, J, CQNDELL, 


An Old and Honored Oitizen 


Called Away To-day 


At Home. 


For Many Years a Merchant, Com- 


ing to Decatur in 1840— 


The Funeral. 


JfYom Friday' i Da/dv, 


William J. Goodell, who bod been a 


resident of Ueoatnr 
tittj-tbree 
yeare, 


passed away in death nt 6:30 a. m. to- 
day at h<e home, No. 1011 North Ohorah 
street, attended by his grief-stricken wife 
and grand-daughters. Death was sad- 
den and was caused by cerebral apo- 
plexy. The deceased bad not been in 
good health for nearly twenty years, bat 
occasionally he was able to be np and 
about' attending so insurance and other 
business. He was down town a 'few days 
ago, and Thanksgiving day he was at the 
dinner table with his wife, hie'danghter 
and grand children, and was ^apparently 
in his usual health and spirits. He 
retired last night at bis oastomary boar. 
The house is heated by a furnace . Ibis 
morning Mrs. Oondell amse and pro- 
ceeded at ones to the basement to revive 
the fire in the furnace. The noise awa- 
kened the old gentleman, and when Mrs. 
Oondell went into his room he expressed 
a desire to get np and did eo. He was pro- 
vided with a light and Mrs. Oondell sup- 
plied bie other want?, at the game time 
requesting him to return to bed until the 
house got warm. 
The mercury was 


nearly at zsro. 
Mrs. Condell went to 


the basement agiiu to look after the 
furnace, and while she was there she 
heard a fall in the rc_om occupied by her 
tmebnnd. 
Divining that Lie had fnilen 


again, OB he had often done done before, 
ehe hurried to the room to find him lying 
on the floor unconscious. May and Lora 
Oondell, the two granddaughters, who 
oocnpied a roona up-atairs, were called 
below, aud while Mrs. Condell hurried to 
the neighbors to Biicomoujthem, the old 
gentleman expired in the preseooe of 
May Condell. Dr. Ira N. Burnee, the 
family physician was summoned to thft 
house at once. He pronounced the death 
to be the result of cerebral apoplexy. 
The death of Mr. Condell vas a severe 
blow to the family. 
It 
wan BO sodden 


and unexpected, and yet it was realized 
that he was growing feebler every day, 
and that eooner or later he would be 
called npon to answer the final summons. 
During the past few weeks lie complained 
of a severe drawing pain down the left 
side of his head. 
Only yesterday he 


epoke of it to his family and to a friend 
'who bad called at the house. 


William J. Condell was born in County 


Carlow, Ireland, on the 19th of Septem- 
ber, 1819, and when a child of three years 
came to America with his parents.Thomas 
ana Jane Oondel). Hia father was a 
wholesale and retail dealer in queenawaie 
in Philadelphia, where William spent his 
boyhood duys. During part of the time 
he aided his father in the store, bat at 
the age of 15 he came to Illinois and be- 
gan clerking for ao older brother in Car- 
rollton, Gieene county, with whom he 10- 
i_ained for two yeare. He then went to 
Springfield, III., whence he came to De- 
catur, about 1840, and opened a brunch 
store under the firm name or Condell, 
Jones & Co., of which he became mana- 
ger. The mam honee was ia Springfield. 
After about five yea e, in company with 
a fellow olerk, he purchased the business, 
carrying it on under the name of Oondell 
& Stamper. Operations were carried on 
in this wny for tco years, after which Mr. 
Condell purchased his partner's interest 
and was alone for some time, but as he 
had an extensive trade and the manage- 
ment was too great for one man, a part- 
nership was again formed and carried on 
nnder the name of Stamper, Elliott & 
Co. During the same time he was en- 
gaged in the milling business. 


The merchandise establishment was 


carried on under the name of Stamper, 
Elliott <fc Co.. until the death of Mr. El- 
liott, when the firm became Stamper, 
Qainlan & Co. Mr. Qninlan, however, 
retired from the firm in 1865, and then it 
became Stamper & Oondell. In the mean- 
time Mr. Condell sold out bis milling 
business to Mr. Shellabarger, who ttiu 
conducts it. In 1865 the merchandise stock 
was divided, and, accompanied by bis 
sons, Mr. Condell removed to Taylorville, 
where be engaged in merchandising. 
Some fifteen years ago he took charge of 
trie Connecticut Mutual Life Insarnnoe 
company, and had done an excellent bus- 
iness in that line. 


In 1845 the deceased was united in 


marriage with Mies Elizabeth O. Packard , 
who waa born in Koyelton, Vl., March 
14, 1827. She is a sister of Silas Pack- 
ard and B daughter of Silas and Lydia 
(Payson) Packard, the former a native of 
Maine, and the latter of New York. They 
emigrated from the Green Mountain 
state to Illinois it. 18SO, in company with 
the Hunting Hud DnnLtim families. The 
father hud visited iLie locality th« previ- 
ous year and vnter€d !nnd. tin weeks 
after his arrival, in 1830, his death oc 
ourred. He hud begun a Uoaee where 
the Arcade store now staiuJt. und this 
his widow completed, makinjfit tier bjme 
for eome time. She then removed to K 
farm, wher* sbe epent Lt>r last days. Af- 
ter the death of her parents Lycua lived 
with her gtwrdian, Joseph Williem?, for 
a time, but afterward made her home 
with her brothers and sisters until her 
marriage. 
Unto Mr. and Mrs. Condoll were born 


three children, two sons and a daughter: 
William, who died Ncv. 20, 1893, wan 
connected with ttoe Board of Trade and 
tbe patent mediom- and baking powder 
business in ttt. Liinie. Charles, a travel- 
ing salesman of St.Lonie, died in 1887, at 
the age of 33 years, fle had married Mise 
Lora Hall, a native of New Tori, who is 
also deceased. They had two children: 
May, a young lady of 16 years, and Lora, 
14 years of age. The only remaining 
child ie Lulu, wife of J. J. H. Young. 


Mr. Condell was among tbe oldest 


members of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, of which he was trustee for some 
years. He hM alx> held other offices, and 


local preacher. He took an BOtiv* 


part in both church and Sunday school 
work, and did mnoh for the upbuilding 
of the cause. Socially he was a Kuigki- 
Templar Mason, and in politics was for- 
merly B Whig, then a Bepnblioan, and 
later a Democrat. His life was well and 
worthily spent, and his career was an 
honorable and upright one, well worthy 
of emulation. He oame to Deoatur in a 
very early day, and for half a o»ntury he 
witnessed its growth and progress. 


Death of W. O. Van fiuakirk. 


W. G. Van Bnskirk, master mechanic 


or the Vandalia Line, located at Parie, 
III., died very suddenly Wednesday, Nov. 
29tb, at 1 o'clock p. m. He left Paris it 
7 o'clock and oame west until he met the 
east bound train that leaves Decatnr at 
7 a. m., to meet Snpt. Elliott and Supt. 
of Motive Power, Mr. Preecott. Just aa 
the train was polling into Paris he was 
conversing quite freely relative to the 
motive power on tbe Peoria division. As 
he arose from bis seat to get off the train 
at Paris he had a paralytic stroke, falling 
in the coach. He was immediately car- 
ried to bis home and died soon after. Mr. 
Van Boukirk baa been located at Paris 
for the la»t four years ae Mister Me- 
onanic, coming to the T. H. A P. at tbe 
time Mr. Borgoon took charge, and when 
the Van Line people purchased the line 
he was retained by the new company, as 
he was one among the best meobanion 
known. His friends are legion. 
There 


ie not an employe on the Vandalia sys- 
tem bat what was grieved to hear of bis 
death. Mr. Van Bnskirk waa 05 yeare 
old, and during bis younger days was an 
engineer in New York state, pulling one 
of the fastest trains on the New Fork 
Central and Hudson .River road.

A Despondent Farmer Tries 


to Em Himself

Registers at tbe European Hotel 


and Deliberately Plans His Own 
Destruction—Says be will do it 
Again.

Wednesday James Miller, who resides 


on.lhe Wm. Ooohraa farm, one and one- 
half mile north and three miles east of 
Msoon, oaaieto Deoatnr and in the even- 
ing registered at the European Hotel. 
He was assigned to Boom 20, and about 
8:30 o'clock came down into the office, 
asked for the nearest location of a drag 
store, acd after beitg directed was ab- 
sent a short time, whan he returned and 
Went to his room. Abont 12 o'clock he 
went through the same performance. 
Nothing more was heard of him until af- 
ter dinner Thanksgiving day, when some 
qneries were made as to Bis whereabouts. 
A messenger was sent to room '29, and 
returned saying the room was looked. A 
step-ladder was procured and the trpn- 
som over the door taken out. A boy was 
dropped into the room and be unlocked 
the door. Mr. Miller was found in bed, 
unconscious. A messenger was dispatched 
for Dr, Catto, who responded at once. 
Stimulants were used by the physician, 
and by 'J o'clock the attendants were 
walking him about in the hall. He soon 
became himself again, and when he wan 
asken how the Occident happened he 
stated that he had taken twenty grains 
of morphine in two doses, and wanted

the money was worth more to his family 
than he was. That lie was in debt and 
despondent, and ;that the only thing he 
regretted was that they had disturbed 
him. He also avowed his intention of 
making another attempt on his life. A 
company of friends spent last night with 
him, and by morning had him almost 
talked out of the idea of killing himself. 
About daylight Mr. Miller left the hotel 
to walk home, a distance of nine miles. 
He has a wife and five children. His 
wife was in town lookingofor her hus- 
band, Lnt was unable to find him, going 
home convinced that her husband had 
gone to another city on business. About 
the same time the police were hunting 
for the wife. Mr. Miller is a man of me- 
dium height, rather slender and is not a 
hard drinking man, although there were 
evidences of his having drank pretty 
heavily on Wednesday night. 


Who Died First. 


Among the persona killed in the terri- 


ble disaster at Battle Greek, Mich,, not 
many weeks ago, were Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles E. Saxe. So far as the evidence 
showed both died instantly and simulta- 
neously. Nevartnelesa the question as 
to whether the man or woman died firat> 
is one of considerable importancs tr> the 
heirs of both; and an inquiry is already 
afoot to discover if possible whether 
there was any calculable difference in 
the time of their deaths. If it could be 
demonstrated, for instance, that the man 
died first, his prr petty would pass to the 
heirs of his wife: whereas, if it were 
shown, on the other hand, that the wife 
died first, her estate would fail to the 
hens of her husband. 
Considerable 


property is involved in this question, and 
the oasa is one of peculiar interest, In 
cases involving somewhat the same ques- 
tion of faot the law has held that the 
woman, being supposedly the weaker 
person, would naturally be the first to 
expire. In the present instance, how- 
ever, where the deaths of the persons 
appear to have been simultaneous, the 
courts, if it ia brought before them, will 
encounter a problem of a peculiarly vex- 
ations character.
